IS HERE; IS PRIZED

Washing-ton.—Remember th« days 


when you went to the maple sugar 
parties? Well, maple sugar time is 
here. The sugar and syrup Industry 
is American and oftcrs good commer- 
cial opportunities. Only the United 
States and Canada produce this much 
prized product on n. commercial scales 
which is at once a delicacy, • and * 
highly nutritious article of diet. 


Warm days and c,old nlglita are es- 
sential to a satisfactory flow, and the 
sugar content'may vary considerably 
from day to • day. Tapping of sugar 
trees it done properly In no way in- 
jures the tree. Trees have been .tap- 
ped for more than 100 years and are 
still.in good condition. The maple is 
well up among the leaders' in Amerl- 
.can Forestry Association's- vote for a 
national tree. 
Tap early in the season, says a spe- 


cial bulletin to obtain the earlier run, 
which are generally the sweetest, and 
therefore the best producers. Makers 
have lost half and even more of their 
crops by not being prepared for the 
first run. In general, the Association 
points out, the season Is ready to open 
during the first or middle o£ Febru- 
ary, in the southern section arid later 
In the northern regions when days 
are becoming, warm, when the tem- 
perature goes' above freezing during 
the day and at night below frezing. 
If the daya are very bright, warm and 
sunny the sap will start with a rush 
but soon slacken, or if a high wind 
starts the flow.is checked. 
' •' 


A thirteen thirty-seconds oC an inch 


(13-32 inch) bit la often used. Its di- 
rection should be slightly upward Into 
the tree, the slant allowing the hole 
to drain readily. With an. ordinary 
tree the hole should not be over 1% 
to 2 Inches deep at best. Apparatus 
'for syrup and sugar making does not 
necessarily represent a large outlay. 
A number of sap spouts, either wood- 
en or metal, are needed. The syrup is 
usually gathered In buckets. 
From 10 to 1C trees usually yield 


enough syrup for family use to make 
tapping worth while, and In many 
cases will afford a surplus which can 
be sold at a remunerative price. The 
flow of sap depends upon the age, 
condition, and habit of growth of the 
trees, also upon the character of the 
weather and condition of the soil dur- 
ing the Bap-flowing season. In a good 
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»ea«on-a tree 15 -Inchea In,diameter 
will yield »ufflcicnt sap to make from 
1 to G quarts of syrup -K-JiIcli in' turn 
can bo concentrated . Into - to 10 
pounds of sugar. Larger trees -under 
the same condition will produce corr*; 
spondlnely large y.lelds of. syrup KM 
-sugar. All hard maple'trees, 8 inches 
or more in diameter, may be .safely 
alnd profitably tapped'for »yrup and 
sugar production. 
This industry is not confined to cir- 


cumscribed areas In New ' England, 
and New York. There are many "su- 
gar bushes" throughout'eastern and 
northeastern United States and"*butli 
to include North Carolina, and Ten- 
nessee; west to northern Missouri.- 
Iowa, and Minnesota. A considerable 
number of maple trees of a. sugar 
yielding species are found in ;\Va»b.- 
ington and Oregon.

MAYOR CANNOT BE MAKAGER 


UNDER CITY CHARTER. 


City management means more than a mere 


theory. It is not a panacea for all ills of mur.I- 
•clpal'life, and.the worst'thing about it is that 
sometimes too much Is expected. But it is based 
on lines of good, sound and efficient business man- 
agement and in almost every instance is able to 
-inow -practical results of a nature attractive to 
!he taxpayer. In less than a year In Dubuque 
Iowa,, a'" city manager government has improved 
from a deficit of $70,000 io a surplus, i 


-Janesville operates under a charter that in no 


sJnse can the mayor, no-matter how many hours 
he puts in or how- much, he might do within the-, 
limitations laid down by the general law of the 
city, adopted in 1SS-, manage the city business. 
The' charter so limits the mayor's powers that, no 
matter how ambitious he might be, his hands ara 
tied. The present charter docs not allow the 
mayor the power of a city manager, and ho may 
try to be. but cannot,' because the charter' ties 


his hands.

• •'-Aldermen arc not only law makers, but, law 
•administrate.*. 
Powers arc Delegated to- alder- 


men that are in some cases not good business, 
like buying trucks and other apparatus for the 
city.

the New York Theater Guild continues to place 
above its box office window a sign reading. "Sold 
Out!" a surprising truth Is becoming more and 
more self-evident: Namely, that the average the- 
atre-goer is just as eager to spend his money to 
see a good play as a bad one. 
. ' 


The play which the guild is now presenting 


to 
such 
crowded houses Is. Bernard Shaw's 


"Heartbreak House." It is unquestionably ot the 
"highbrow" type, believed in Broadway theatrical 
circles to be so fatal to the success of the box 
office.- Furthermore, it is not the only play of 
high artistic merit -which is drawing capacity 
bouses here-this season. . There are at least six 
others, including "The Mob" and "The Skin 
Game." both by John Galsworthy; "Samson and 
Delilah," by the Danish playwright, Sven Lange; 
"The Woman of Bronze" by Henri Kistemaeckers; 
"Thy Name is Woman," which is Karl Sehonherr's 
"Der Weibsteutel," and "Mixed Marriage," St. 
John Ervine's latest contribution. 


Incredible as it may seem, the public is clearly 


and -regulariy'rcgistering a loud hurrah for Art. 
Either it has suddenly changed its mind about 
what it likes on the stage, or all along the big 
theatrical producers have been wrong. For years, 
they have been perfectly sure of .what the people 
wanted to see in the theater. 
"We know what 


you want," they told us firmly. "Tou want -to be 
entertained, soothed, tickled, shocked, uplifted, 
and excited, but you do not want to be made to 
think. 
Most of the plays we give you are bad, 


but that's why they succeed." 


The fact -that on an average ot GO per cent of 


these sure-fire hits have failed miserably a' month 
or so after their production has had no effect on 
this theory concerning the tastes of the public. 
The fact'that literally millions of Americans are 
now enrolled in'community dramatic clubs, where 
they learn to distinguish good plays from bad 
ones has likewise made no impression in com- 
mercial-theatrical 'circles: 
Still, there is liope: 


The men at the head of the theater industry have 
not much faith in the intelligence of the public, 
but they havp infinite faith in the 'cash receipts 
of the box office. 'And this season is conclusively 
demonstrating that art is triumphing over twin 
beds, lingerie, spirit raps, Let-X-Eciual-the-Mur- 
derer Equations, and the usual quota of feeble 
musical comedies. 


"EMERGENCY" AND ."CONTINGENCIES." 
Former Governor Philipp has entered the con- 


troversy over the attack on the .Emergency board 
by'. State Treasurer Johnson and others, with the 
outlook that the board is likely to be abolished. 
The Emergency board was a child of Mr. PhillpP's 
according to his. own admission. -He says that It 
was to take the place of the • contingent fund plan 
lor state institutions. The. governor quotes the 


- law creating the board-and asks what would'be 


Oone if it'did not exist and the institutions had 
no\ money, on whicli to operate. In 1920 there 
was paid out by the coara $S7,G25 for the state 
fair-alone. What would have happened'if there 
had been'no board to make that appropriation? 
We would undoubtedly have had a, fair, but some 
of,;the things done would have waited until the 
legislature could have made appropriations. 
It 


was easy for the Emergency, board to pay out a 
' million dollars on shortages in institutions because 
the' governor and the legislature In the winter of 
19-19 were afraid to appropriate necessary sums 
to>carry on the', state institutions for 1910 and 
'1920 and were looking for a record. Soithe re- 
sponsibility was shifted, as- it -has been ^many 
.times before, to the Emergency board, where it 
did not belong. 
The "contingency" about which 


the former governor speaks, was made when the 
legislature passed the appropriation bills.' .There 
was no one who had any business acumen that did 
not fully realize that the "buck" would have to 
bei.pa'ssed, to the Emergency board. 
But there 


was an election- coming on and the Emergency 
board was a sort 'of impersonal thing :that acted 


: from time to time, and it did no't look so big and 


formidable- -when the tax -commission wanted 
537,000 and got.it from the board, as^it would 
had the legislature been bold, enough to'mcet the 
matter squarely and appropriate the. money at 
first. -That is where the Emergency board is an 
Invitation . to extravagance-ar.d should have no 
place in the state government.

In great measure, it- is believed, this1 sudden 


rise and popularity of well-written .dramas is. due 
to thc-work of the-New York Theater Guild. For 
In producing Ervine's "John Ferguson" the guild 
first proved to the/New York theatrical world-that 
a play, might be good and at 'the same time a 
commercial success...In other words, they showed 
the public that it really was capable of appreci- 
ating something good if it got the chance. 


• The-immediate result was that: several-Broad- 


way producers were compelled to go 
hastily 


through their desks and bring forth One or-two 
of the hundred or more excellent plays that had 
been lying there unnoticed for months, and to 
consider producing them. It was a risky venture, 
however.-so when "The Jost" was put on to com- 
pete- with the artistic fame of "John Ferguson' 
it contained the two safely popular Barrymorcs, 
Lionel and John—enough Ho carry .almost any 
play In New York—while Ethel Barrymore was 
put in Zoe' Atkins', play. "Declasse,'"because it, 
too, 
was considered risky on account of its un- 


happy ending. Later Lionel Barrymore was trans- 
ferred to the Ericas play, "The Rod Kobe," giv-: 
en the American title of "The Letter of the Law 
and Elsie Ferguson 
was temporarily snatched 


from the monies to appear in Arnold Bennett's 
dramatization of his "Book of Carlotta." 


All of these plays proving successful, the. pro- 


ducers are taking bigger chances- ' this season, 
which accounts for the unusually .large number ot 
good plays to/be seen.- The big producers, • you 
sec, cannot afford.'.to have the Theater Guild get 
away with all th"e dramatic art laurels, because 
the'"guild-• is the one small but important com- 
petitor of the organized labor industry. 


Since the actors' strike, it is no Secret that the 


theater industry is completely controlled by an 
association of producers and managers, who own 
all of the principal theaters .--throughout the- 
country and hence virtually control all ot the 
players. 
For while you may be an extremely 


•popular star, you cannot 'get people to come and 
<ec you 'unless you Jiire a theater, and the only- 
way you- can hire a theater. In a good loca- 
tion in any fair-sized city is through this man- 
agers' and producers' association. 


Tears ago, when these associated producers 


first began buying up all of the available theaters, 
s few ivdl-known actors and actresses, including 
Francis Wilson, Joseph Jefferson and Mrs. Piske. 
attempted to fight the enterprise with an inde- 
pendent actors' association of their own, but it 
was not successful.' These, three, of course, cou d 
afford to be independent because people would 
have gone to see them had they appeared in a tent 
o-i-a vacant lot, but few others in the actors' asso- 
ciation were so-fortunate. And the producers, and 
managers did not fight back. They merely offered 
the more important oC the rebels very fat con- 
tracts, so that before long there were only three 
or four rebels left. 
This early.lesson had'such a discouraging effect 


upon recalcitrant players that no attempt was 
made to dispute the complete domination ot the 
producers' association until the Theater Gu d 
suddenly came to life two years ago. The guild 
was not formed ,to cWbat-the theater trust. K 
has no such ambitious idea. It hopes to get along 
cjulte peaceably- with that organization. But It 
does want to-be'independent, because it wants to 
-produce the kind of plays its- members respect— 
.the kind of plays that are an'inspiration rather 
than an ordeal to the acting profession. 
- - - 


All of its members are not players; some of 


them are scenic artists, authors or producers, who. 
have won high reputations in the commercial 
theater. But all of them share in the financial 
interests ot the guild, and each one has one vote 
in deciding its affairs. .In other words, it is a true 
cooperative society, with drama instead ot gro- 
ceries as its product. 
Each 
of the members 


working in the'production is paid a living wage 
and each of them receives a certain percentage 
ot the-box office receipts.'acc'ording to the value of 
his or her part—the important characters receiv- 
ing'more than the smaller parts. , It is the only 
society of its kind in the world today, although its 
prototype may.be found among the various'play- 
ers' societies of Queen Elizabeth's time, including 
one in which Will Shakespeare was a shareholder.

When I was a kid I had ray share 


of earaches. 
The .almanacs didn't 


play up earaches very much,: so r.o- 
body thought much about It. Even 
at the age of, 1C I recollect though T 
can't say so, 'six months or so I had a 
naturally iiKiuisliive disposition and 
conducted researches or rather' in- 
stituted studies, some of which- art 
not yet completed. 
I round about 
that time a .very "ood remedy for 
earache, which I now offer the world 
for the first'time. 
It consisted ot. 
diaphoresis, which is incdicalese for 
a sweat, and I produced the sweat- 
ing by absorbing a whole lot of oxy- 
gen in a short space of lime and a 
warm room or in warm, clothing—I 
ployed aa hard as I could and pres- 
ently found relief from the earache. 
I do not prescribe vigorous exercise 
as a sure cure for'earache, but I 
offer' the discovery for what it may 
be worth. 
I do prescribe a hot mustard foot- 
bath administered 'in bed" as the best 
available remedy for acute earache. 
The pain o£ ocute arache is the pain 
of 
congestion . and 
inflammation. 


There. Is"- no acute earache without 
inflammation in the ear. The effect 
of the H. M. F. B. is'to equalize the 
distribution of blood, and this nat- 
urally relieves the congestion or ten- 
sion o£ blood' in the ear. 
A critic who evidently disliked this 
suggested when I made it some time 
ago wanted to know whether, if an 
H. M. F. B. would relieve earache, a. 
hot mustard car bath wouid. relieve 
loot nchc, and I had to admit that 
the. idea seemed 
feasible . enough 


,when one considered the length of 
the critic's cars. 
The next best remedy for acute 


earache is prolonged.irrigation-of the 
ear canal with either plain water or 
water containing a tablespooni'iil of 
salt and a tabiespoonful of citrate oC 
soda to the quart'or an equal amount 
ot boric acid to the quart. The water 
should be as warm as bearable and 
the duration of the irrigation cannot 
be too great. 
Never drop any -oil of whatever 
character Into the ear canal for any 
purpose except to smother an in- 
vading insect. 
Medicinal alcoholic or watery solu- 


tions may bo placed in the ear canal. 
For acute earache perhaps a smaK 
'twist of absorbent cotton or a small 
wick of piuzc soaked in hot glycerin 
maybe gently twisted, not 
forced, 


deeply into the canal, and changed 
every half hour or so.

But remember, many Inno- 
cent persons have syphilis. Then,'too. 
there is no reason why some cases or 
locomotor ataxia should not be the re- 
sult of other infections 'or other 
causes than syphilis. In fact, In about 
one-tenth of all cases ot locomotor 
otaxia all tests for syphilis are nega- 
tive, and theru Is no evidence that the 
patient lias ever had syphilis. 


Chronic AllIlcndlcltlM. 
Kindly udvlse me what Is the prop- 
C" food to eat when one has chronic 
appendicitis. Uo you think that with 
the proper care of the stomach one 
couid cure it without operation? (R. 
D'ANSWETt—I know of no diet-which 
has any Influence on chronic appendi- 
citis. No cure short oC operation is to 
be expected,' regardless of diet or car* 
of the stomach... Chronic appendicitis 
does r.ot r.ccensarlly call for opera- 
tion. Jt depends on your own feel- 
ing—does it give you trouble enough 
or impair your efficiency or health 
enough to make it worth while to 
undergo an operation which, wherever 
It may be done or by whatever sur- 
geon, Is always 'a venture; because 
neither X-ray evidence nor 
clinical 
diagnosis of chronic appendicitis can 
be considered 
conclusive. Still

If I thought I had chronic append- 
icitis I'd have the operation.
